CHARGES THAT TURKEY

Sofia, Bulgaria, September 14.—The Bul- 
garian government through its foreign 
representatives, has addressed a note to 
ihe great powers declaring that the porte 
is systematically devastating Macedonia 
and massacreing the Christian population 
Further it says Turkey has mobilized her 
whole army, which cannot possibly be for 
the sole purpose of suppressing the revo- 
iutfon. Therefore, the Bulgarian govern- 
ment appeals to the humane sentiment of 
Europe to prevent the continuance of the 
massacres and devastation and to stop 
the mobilization of the Turkish army.

THUMAS LIPTON 


Roosevelt Has Statement Issued 
Regarding Dinner Incident 


President Believes He Has Been 
Placed in a False Attitude and 
Sir Thomas Embarrassed 
by the Publications in 
the Newspapers. 


Oyster Bay, September 14.—President 
Roosevelt today approved of the issuance 
of a formal statement of the facts con- 
cerning the Seawanhaka Corinthian 
Yacht Club dinner incident. 

Colgate Hoyt, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the yacht club, visited Oys- 
ter Bay this afternoon and had a con- 
ference with the president for haif an 
hour. Mr. Roosevelt expressed regret 
that any published statement of the din- 
ner incident should have placed him in &a 
false attitude, and, with a view of reliev- 
ing Sir Thomas Lipton of embarrass- 
ment because of the statements that he 
had treated him with discourtesy, he 
authorized Mr. 
statément of the episode. 

This evening Mr. Hoyt prepared and 
issued the following: 

“There has been so much misunder- 
standing over the proposed annua] dinner 
of the Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht 
Club that I feel it my duty as 
chairman of the board of trustees to 
state the facts, namely, that the presi- 
dent was Invited by me to be the guest 
of the club at its annual banquet and 
he accepted with the distinct understand- 
ing that it was not to be a large for- 
mal function, but simply the annual ban- 
quet of the club for its members and 
guests.

IN QUEER RULE 


Man Who Killed Texas Sheriff 
Lived at Monroe, ba, 


Shot Himself in Atlanta in January, 
1902, on Eve of His Wedding. 
Attempted Suicide Was 
Charged—Was Tried on 
Government Charge. 


It developed yesterday that W. G, Lan- 
ders, the man who waa shot and killed by 
Sheriff George F. Wharton, of Edna, 
Tex., after he (Landers) had fatally shet 
both the sheriff and his deputy, Frank 
Brugh, while they had him under ar- 
rest on the charge of attempted swin- 
dling, an account of which appeared in 
The Constitution yesterday, is the same 
man who was at one time well Kkpown 
in Atlanta, and who figured as the prin- 
cipal shooting affair in 
this city of January 
29, 1902. 

W. G. Landers, Jr.. or Guy Landers, as 
he was known by his friends in this city, 
the son of H. M. Landers, of Mon- 
Ga., and it Is understood that his 
father yesterday telegram 
from Edna, Tex, his son 
had been killed, and asking for infurmea- 
tion as to what should be done with the 
body. ‘

Adopts Guerilla Tactics. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, September 1!4.—Warned 
by previous disastrous experiences, the 
revolutionary Jeaders have decided to 
adopt only guerilla tactics in eastern Ma- 
cedonia. The policy of occupying towns 
and villages has proved a mistake, as it 
has usually resulted in Turkey reoccupy- 
ing the villages, destroying everything 
and killing the inhabitants, insurgents be- 
ing hampered in their occupations by the 
women and children. A guerilla warfare 
is expected to exhaust the Turks much 
sooner while the unhampered bands can 
move more easily and more rapidly. It is 
hoped that the new tactics will result in 
the women and children being spared un- 
necessary dangers. :

Buffalo, N. Y., September !4—Sir Thom- 
as Lipton passed through Buffalo today 
on the way to Chicago.

LONGSHOREMEN WORK AGAIN. 


Strike at New Orleans Ended—Screw- 
men Walk Out. 

New Orleans, September !4.—The strike 
of longshoremen has been settled, the 
longshoremen agreeing to waive the de- 
mand that eight men be put in a hatch 
and this®*morning they were all put to 
work on the eighteen ships waiting for 
cargoes. 

The Southern Pacific company has won 
its fight entirely with the union of Its 
freight handlers. The members of this 
union today returned in a body and asked 
for their old places, which were refused, 
with some few exceptions. These freight 


handlers were getting 30 cents an hour 
and struck for 40 cents, the same as the 


longshoremen were getting.

London, September 14.—The Associated 
Press understands that the rumors of tha 
approaching resignation of the chancellor 
of the exchequer, Mr: Ritchie, are well 
founded. Other minor resignations are 
likely to occur, but Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain and Premier Balfour are re- 
ported to be standing together and intend 
keeping up the cabinet by filling the va- 
cancies. 

Upon the arrival of Mr. Chamberlain at 
Downing street he was loudly hooted. A 
crowd of laborers employed on the new 
government buildings in course or erec- 
tion near by joined in this unusual demon- 
stration against the colonial secretary. 
Mr. Chamberlain was accompanied by 
Gerald Balfour, president of the board of 
trade, and showed his customary indiffer- 
ence to this reception. The police even- 
tually were obliged to form double lines 
from Mr. Balfour's house to the foreign 
office so as to enable the cabinet minis- 
ters to enter the latter piace. 

They Are Divided.

It transpired that the predicted division 
in the cabinet over Mr. Chamberlain's 
fiscal proposals actually occurred and that 
a partia; reorganization of the ministry 
is probable.

SUES FOR $20,000 DAMAGES 


Prominent Physicians of Stillmore 
Charged with Gross Malprac- 
tice in Petition Filed at 
Savannah by J. M. Cason, 
of Lakeland, Fla. 


Savannah, Ga., September 
cial.)—Charging gross malpractice and 
unskilled costing him months 
of almost unendurable agony, the practi- 
cal destruction of his earning power and 
permanent disability, John M. Cason, of 
Lakeland, Fia., filed suit for damagea in 
the United States circuit court this morn- 
ing against Dr. George L. Smith and Dr. 
L. P. Lane, of Stillmore. 

The plaintiff asks a verdict for $20,000. 
In addition to actual damages a plea for 
punitive damages malpractice is 
made. 

On Apri! 10, 1901, the plaintiff was em- 
ployed. bY the Southern Construction 
Company, then engaged in building the 
Bruton and Pineora railroad. His special 
duty was the management of a steam 
shovel used in excavating. While in the 
conduct of this duty the arm of the 
shovel swung suddenly around, striking 
him on the legs and breaking and crush- 
ing jhe bones. Cason was carried to 
Stillmore, where Dr. Lane, at that time 
the surgeon of the Central of Georgia 
it that point, was called to attend him. 

Dr. Smith was also called, and the two 
Physicians jointly attended Cason until 
September 22, 190!. On the latter date 
the officers of the Southern Construction 
Company insisted upon the discharge of 
the attending physicians and the removal 
of their patient to the Savannah hospital, 
where Cason was given the attention of 
Dr. W. H. Elliott, the Central's chief 
surgeon. 

At this time the man’s legs were a mass 
of festering sores, his health was de- 
pleted,- -the amputation of his legs 
f®eemed to be necessary, and his life wus 
almost despaired of by his physicians. 

Dr. Elliott discovered that pieces of 
broken and dead bone had been left in 
the wounds and that the neglect to re- 
move them was the cause of the long 
period of suffering with all of its attend- 
ant results.

Macon Man Behind the Bars 
on a Shameful 
Charge.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 14.—(Special.)— 
Fourteen-year-old Pear] Blanche, a well 
developed, attractive-faced girl with a 
wealth of golden hair, will, When the 
next Bibb county grand jury convenes, 
recite before that body a story telling of 
the shameful conduct of her father. 

The Blanche family has been residing 
in Bibb county just beyond South Macon 
for some time and has been well known 
in that section. At the home there have 
been, in addition te Blanche and _ his 
daughter, Blanche’s wife and a small 
son, a full brother to the young girl. 
Blanche has been employed for some 
time at the Georgja Southern and Florida 
shops here and was considered one of 
the best men in the service of that com- 
pany at this point. He stood well among 
those with whom he worked as well as 
with those who were in autherity over 
him; while the wife and daughter moved 
among their social set and in the neigh- 
borhood of their home with a freedom 
indicating the possession of the respect 
and esteem of residents of that. section. 
But tonight Blanche occupies a felon’s 


{ cell, 


Sheriff Westcott was sitting in his of- 
fice when a grown son of Blanche’s en- 
tered—Blanche, it seems, has three grown 
sons, each of whom resides in Jones» 
county, from which county the elder 
Blanche moved to Macon with his wife, 
daughter and youngest son—and asked 
for a private interview. The sheriff led 
the way to his private office and without 
any prelimingries the junfor Blanche be- 
gan a narrative the like of which is rare- 
ly heard in a section of the country 
where morals prevail and where law is 
upheld. It was a story showing that 
the father, having completely terrorized 
his wife and daughter, held a sway over 
them few fathers are known to thave 
ever exercised. The younger Blanche 
went Into details of the base conduct of 
his father. 

It was a story to be recited only behind 
closed doors, gnd this the sheriff's visitor 
knew well. With the completion of the 
complaint Sheriff Westcott felt convinced 
of its truth and decided to act at.once. 
Summonigs Deputy Stephans fo his of- 
fice the sheriff instructed him to arrest 
the elder Blanche at once and hold him 


until accusation papers could be ob- 


tained. 

As Deputy Stephans was in the act of 
leaving the office, the 5o0n of Blanche 
said: 

“You had better be cautious. Father 
has a double-barrel shotgun out there, 
and he swears no one shall touch him.” 

The deputy found the elder Blanche at 
home, as were hic wife and daughter, 
and quickly informed him what was 
waned. 

‘Well, T- don’t know whether you will 
take me to jail or not,’”’ replied Blanche, 
in a surly. rebellious manner, as he be- 
gan backing away. 

Blanche could see there was no fear 
in the officer before him. and concluded to 
give in. Within a short time. Blanche 
was occuping a cell in the Bibb county 
jail, where he will be detained until a 
trial can be secured or his release ef- 
fected on bond. 

The arrest was kept quiet for a short 
time, but when it became known in the 
section in. which Blanche resided there 
was deep indignation and some decided- 
ly caustic talk. For the mother and 
girl, however. only expressions of sorrow 
were heard. the ogly censure being based 
upon their failure to have brought the 
matter ta the attention of the neighbor- 
hood. 

Immediately after the arrest the mother 
and daughter discussed the prisoner's 
conduct to a few, but within a ehort time 
they became reticent, and an hour after 
the arrest both declined to answer ques- 
tions eves touching the charges the son 
and brother had made against the hus-. 
band and father. 

It was apparent to all that the wife 
and daughter were in constant fear of 
the elder Blanche. and that they were 
much relieved when he was taken from 
his home to’ the.county jail. 

Small Fire on Broad Street.

An incipient fire was detected in Holt

It was 
an excellent piece of work, the water be- 
ing confined to that portion of the floor 
only upon which the hay had been placed. 
The stock was damaged by smoke, butt 
water and fire did little damage, The 
loss is fully covered. The building be- 
longs to the Crutchfield Bros., and was 
not injured, except where the glass was 
knocked out the doors by the firemen to 
secure admission to the building.

A few 
moments after, the report of a gUn was 
heard in the upper chamber and when 
the boy’s father got to the room he found 
his son lying in a pool of dDlood with half 
of his head shoteaway and his braing 
scattered al) over. the room. 

The father seized the gun which was 
lying by the side of the dead man and 
threw it out of tne window. 

One barrel of the gun was loaded and 
as it struck the ground the load was 
discharged. the contents of which came 
very near striking one of the posse, who 
Was Standing close by. 

The negro boy had taken hig own life 
rather than be arrested.

Regarded Kindly by

Londof, September 14.—The Associated 
Press is informed that Japan and Great 
Britain have exchanged views on the 
latest demands made by Russia on China 
and that they decided to protest sepa- 
rately to the Pekin government against 
their acceptance, In, case this should 
prove fruitless and Russia continues her 
occnupatfon of Manchuria, Japan proposes 
to break off the negotiations’ with Russia 
for a definition of their respective rights

It is, of course, news to nobody that 
the best elements of the people from 
one end of the south to the other are 
heart and soul] with Bishop Candler in 
his crusade against the lynching evil. 
It is interesting, however, to read quo 
tations from a few of the letters which 
Bishop Candler has received since the 
publication of his strong and timely 
communication published in last Wed- 
nesday’s Constitution. That such men 
as Governor Terrell, General Gordon, 
Judge Sam Adams, Rev. Dr. Lee, Judge 
Covington and hosts of others indorse 
Bishop Candler’s stand goes without 
saying. These testimonials are valua- 
ble as well as interesting. 

It is also well to know. how the best 
negroes feel with @regard to the pun- 
ishment of the criminals of their race. 
The excerpts that Bishep Candler, uses 
are valuable in this direction. H¢ 
takes pains to cal] special attention 
to one sentence in the admirable let- 
ter of Profesor Gilbert, who is 
instructor at Paine institute, a Meth- 
odist school for the training of negro 
teachers. and preachers; at Augusta. 
This is: “I prophesy the passing away 
of lynch law and mob violence when- 
ever the black pulpit preaches against 
the crimes that provoke lynching and 
the white pulpit against the mobs that 
commit lynching.” 

And it looks as if Bishop Candler has 
found the crux of the whole business 
when he says: “I am persuaded that 
it is absolutely injurious for white 
preachers and writers to spend their 
time denouncing the sins of the negro 
race to the white people, and the negro 
leaders to be evériastingly harping on 
the sins of the white people to negro 
audiences.” 

Certainly a majority of thoughtful 
people will indorse his conclusion that 
if we can induce each race to sweep 
clean before its own door,-the south 
will be the cleanest and happiest sec- 
tion of the republic.

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The Case Against Smoot. 

The attention of the country has 
been attracted to the adverse action 
of the Lutheran synod of New York 
and New Jersey which recently had 
under consideration petitions asking 
that it join in some sort of a crusade 
to secure the expulsion from the Unit- 
ed States senate of the Mormon sena- 
tor from Utah. 

There seems to be a systematic ef- 
fort to commit general bodies repre- 
senting the different churches to a 
movement to secure the unseating of 
Senator Smoot because of his relig- 
ious beliefs. This same sort of move- 
ment was set on foot to prevent the 
seating of Senator Smoot when he 
reached Washington with credentials 
showing him to be the duly elected 
senator from his state but it failed at 
that time, there being absolutely no. 
grounds upon which he could be pre- 
vented from taking the oath of office. 
Now it is announced that the W. C. T. 
U., or rather some of its members, are 
engaged in getting up anti-Smoot pe- 
titions in the hope that they may 
arouse public sentiment to a stage 
where the senate will be influenced 
to unseat this particular senator. 

In this movement there is an ap- 
parent effort to make it appear that 
the Smoot case is on the same footing 
as the case of Representative Roberts 
who was denied a seat in the house of 
representatives. The cases are not at 
all identical. Representative Roberts 
was denied his seat, not because he was 
a member of the Mormon church but 
because he was living in polygamy 
in defiance of the laws of the land. 
The evidences of polygamous prac- 
tices against him were so clear that 
he made no denial. It was for this 
flagrant violation of the law that he 
was excluded from congress. 

No charge of polygamy has been 
raised against Senator Smoot. He 
claims he was never a polygamist be- 
fore the time of the admission of Utab 
to statehood and there is no charge 
that he has been guilty of that crime 
since. 

The fact that he is a high officer of 
the Mormon church does not carry 
with it any proof of personadg violation 
of this law. It is claimed that com- 
paratively few of the members of the 
Mormon church today are polygamists. 
Before the law that church was on an 
equality with all other denominations. 
It is true that there is much prejudice 
against it, some of which is based on 
misunderstanding, but it is not likely 
that thts prejudice will have any ma- 
terial effect upon the ,senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections which 
will pass upon the Smoot case, or upon 
the senate itself. 

When the matter was presented to 
the Lutheran synod, a few days ago, 
that body voted down the proposition 
to.oppose the senator’s retention of his 
seat.

There is absolutely nothing offered in 
extenuation of our present Philippines 
policy save our pride of possession and 
our commercial necessities of two to 
ten decades hence. 

It is inconceivable that the bard 
headed and honest-dealing American 
people will stand for the present inane 
Philippines policy forever. Sooner or 
later they will rise up as from a hyp- 
notic sleep and realize what has been 
done in their name. Then will come 
the reckoning with those who have be- 
trayed American principles and mis- 
guided American sentiment. Then will 
arise the unanswerable argument for a 
just American policy in the Philippines 
—a policy of local self-government, un- 
der territorial supervision by the home 
government, with guaranteed protec- 


tion to the Filipinos in any endeavor 


they will make to demonstrate their 
fitness for self-government and friend- 
ly relations with the people of the 
United States. To that complexion 
must this Philippine problem come 
at last—and the sooner the better for 
alf concerned.

Vagrancy Law True Solution. 

Editor .Constitution: Why should the 
Settlement of the so-called race prob- 
lem be saddled upon the south? Who, 
if not the north, is responsible for the 
rresent condition of the negroes? After 
giving them freedom, equal rights, etc., 
imbued them with the idea that they 
were special wards of the nation, and, 
in proof of this assertion, military posts 
were maintained throughout the south 


puntil 1869, or Jater, for no other pur- 


pose than to support the freedman’s 
bureau in propagating this education of 
eqval'ty. 

The negrces are indebted to misgulded 
rorthern philanthropists, who have en- 
dowed colleges for their mental! training, 
without provision or equipment for mak- 
ing an honest living, except as préach- 
€rs and teachers, and to these teachers 
of perverted doctrines is the race in- 
debted for many of its present shortcom- 
ings. The infusion of ideas of -supér- 
ficial respectability, a repugnance to 
honest toil and morals non est. 

To most southern’ men who have Op- 
portunities: to observe, the vaunted race 
problem exists only where vagrancy has 
become:-a ‘serious menace fety in 
tcwns and cities whefe negroes have 
congregated largely in the suburbs, 
where they first become “ladies'’’ and 
“geniiemen” in their own minds, work- 
ing when they fec! like it, stealing when 
it’s easier and loafing most of the time: 
Ore member of a family often support- 
ing six to ten vagrants. In proof of 
this, just drive through a negro settle- 
ment and observe the number of idlers 
and while there try to hire a servant or 
laborer, and note the result. 

If there is any race hatred {ft exists in 
the north alone. Negrees are not hated 
in the south because they are negroes. 
Wherever you find an industrious. hon- 
@st negro on plantations. ih trades in 
the cities or in any worthy employment, 
who conducts himself with sclf-respect. 
you will invdriaely notice that he lives 
(n friendly terme with the white popu- 
lation. There no avenue of labor 
closed to him, and he paid fully as 
much as his labor is worth. 

Statesmen and  ~politictans 
quently, or otherwise, proctaim the ex- 
istence of a race problem in the south, 
but the fallacy of their theories is ewi- 
dent to those who live in the south deal- 
ing with negroes daily and hourly. Th: 
race problem may possibly exist in the 
ncrth to the extent, at teast, of how to 
control the negro vote for a republican 
candidate fow the presidency. 

TO thinking pcople of the south, the 
revival of this race problem originated 
in the white house, when the president 
éntertained a negro as his guest. Since 
then politicians have handled the sub- 
ject for their own benefit. 

The true solution of the so-called race 
froblm is to wipe out vagrincy. “An 
icle mind is the devil's workshop.” The 
enforcement of a rigid law. compelling 
ali able-bovied men and women to work, 
imposes no hardship, but, instead, con- 
fers a lasting benefit—the loafer is again 
introduced to honest toil. The cotton 
fields are white, and farmers are pay- 
Ing well for pickers; farm hands are,in 
demard. 

Cure vagrancy, and many heinous 
crimes will become less frequent, the 
courts will be trusted to dispense quick 
pinishment and justice, and Ivnch law 
will become obsolete for want of a 
subject.

Fruit Growers of Michigan Complain 
of Existing Conditions. 
(Chicago Dispatch to New York Com- 
mercial.) 

Chicago, September 7.—Armour & Co.'s 
private car line seemingly has a monopoly 
on the fruit business of the entire state 
of Michigan. Many fruit growers of, the 
state are complaining bitterly against ex- 
isting cOnditions. It Is asserted in all 
parts of the commonwealth that the Ar- 
moOur car line and the Fruit Growérs’ 
Dispatch, which is an Armour concern, 
are making exactions upon Shippers 
which, in some cases, almost amounts ta 
confiscation. , 
It is said that the conditions never be- 
fore have been quite as bad as this yeur. 
Armour:& Co, has succeeded in driving 
almost every other fruit carrying concern 
Out of the state of Michigan, and is com- 
pelling the railroads to use only Armour 
cars almost exclusively, it is claimed. 


| This condition, it is asserted, enables the 


Amour concérns to make § excessive 
charges for icing, which materially nar- 
rows the market and compels chigan 
fruit growers to se]] their products at the 
best prices they can get near home. 

It is reported that an appeal soon will 
be made by dissatisfied growers to the 
interstate commerce commission. In fhis 
manner they hope to gain the rélief which 
is denied by both Armour & Co. and the 
railroads. The growers point to the fact 
that the fruit traffic from Michigan has 
grown to aboué 10,000 cars annually, and 
they declare that with fair transportation 
charges the increase in the future would 
be very rapid. They are amazed r- 
ently, that the carrying companies uld 
risk a dijinution of this traffic through 
on ogc relations with the privgte< car 
ine 

The ground upon which the fruit grows 
ers wil} eppear before the interstate com- 
merce commission, if they decide to take 
their case to that body, wil] be that of 
discrimination.

I‘say this in reference to the whole coun- 
try in. general, and not with reference 
te the south in particular, for it is a 
question whether more of our friends 
are morth or south of the Mason and 
Dixon line.” 

Moses Amos, who is manager of the first 
drug store conducted by-a negro in Geor- 
gia, says under date of September 9: “I 
thank you for your jetter in The Consti- 
tutian of today. I have lived in Georgia 
all of my life. I have been in thirty-six 
states in the union, and I would not give 
up Georgia for any that I have seen. Na 
good citizen can indorse lynching and all 
good citizens condemn crime. The law<« 
abiding negro is willing to do anything in 
his power to promotd peace between the 
races. We hate to have our black faces 
to cause us to be adjudged criminals, 
thieves and rapists, when within our 
breasts burns the ardent desire to be good 
citizens, worthy of the respect and confi- 
dence of the people with whom we live.”’ 

Rev, L. H. Smith, a negro preacher liv- 
ing in Macon writes: ‘Your letter, headed 
‘The Good People Must Put Down the 
Mob or Be Put Down by It, gives much 
hope, light, spiritual strength and Chris- 
tian courage to many despairing negro 
Christians who, like myself, more than 
forty years ago learned to love God, as 
revealed in Christ, through the teachings 
we received from white Christians, men 
and women, of this and other southern 
states. There are thousands and thou- 
sands of us who are heartily pained when- 
ever anyone of our people (or any person 
of any race) ains or commits crime, be- 
cause we know that sooner or later due 
punishment follows and overtakes every 
sinner or criminal. But, as you know, it 
is very hard and discouraging for the very 
best of negro Christians when at home or 
upon the highway they are often made to 
fee} and to see that no better considera- 
tion is given them by the mob you refer 
to than is given to the lowest In crim& 
among us.’ 

Another says: ‘I am a member of the 
negro race (born since the war betwéen 
the states), yet IT believe that I voice the 
sentiment of all my people (I mean the 
good) when I pledge my support (de that 
much or little) to help bring the evil doer 
to justice. and to uphold the strong arm 
of the iaw." 

Still another writes: ‘“‘No negro of ordi- 
nary intelligence condones the crimes of 
his fellows. Nor do they want social 
equality. All they ask 1s fair treatment 
and an assurance of all our rights as law- 
abiding gitizens. You have struck the 
keynote of the situation, for T believe 
truly that if the ever present ‘space 
writér.” ‘platformer’ and chautauqua ora- 
tor wera shut off for only a little while, 
the result would be so apparent and satis- 
factory that reputable newspapers of this 
country would never again admit the stuff 
that threatens to destroy the good rela- 
tions between the races. Lé@t all the good 
people of Georgia speak out and show the 
world how very, very small is the howling 
mob in this section of our great coun- 
try.”’ 

Another declares: ‘With the spirit 
manifested in your article the solution of 
our difficulties is only a matter of time.”’ 

Limitations of both time and space for- 
bid the use of other extracts from the 
large bylk of letters, written by reprezen- 
tatives of both races, which I have re- 
ceived. Your readers will recall with what 
conservatism and unanimity the preach- 
ers of Atlanta, both white and black, re- 
sponded to my article. 

In the light of all these expressions, and 
with thousands of other tokens of peace 
around can not believe that the 
south is confronted by any problem that 
g00d men helped of God, can noi and will 
not speedily solve. 

Worth Repeating. 

There in Professor Gil- 
bert’s article which impresses me as be- 
ing so sensible that I wifh to repeat it 
here: “I prophesy passing away of 
Ivnch law and mob violence whenever the 
black pulpit preaches.against the crimes 
that provoke lynching. and the white pul- 
pit against the mobs that commit Iynch- 
ing.”’ 

I am persuaded that it is absolutely tn- 
jurious for white preachers and writers to 
spend their time denouncing the sins of 
the negro to the white people, and the 
negro leaders to be everlastingly harping 
on the sins of the white people to negro 
audiences. It is always easy to denounce 
an absent sinner, but it is more useful te 
rebuke the sinner present before us. 

If we can induce each race to sweep 
clean before its own door the south will 
be the cleanest and happiest spot in the 
republic, and I am inclined to think that 
eyen now, with all that remains to ‘be 
done, it is just that spot.

Board of Education’ ‘Will Ask 
Car Company for Reduction, 


Believed That Many Children Will 
Be Able To Go to School if Re- 
quest Is Granted — Com- 
mittee To See the 
Officials. 


“Resolved, that a committee from the 
be appointed to confer with the 
officials of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
Light Company and urge them to 
grant reduced street car rates to the chil- 
dren of the public schools.” 


The foregoing resolution was passed by 
the board of education at their meeting 
yesterday at the Boys’ High school and 
indicates that the board is going to re- 
new iis old fight for better rates for the 
children of the public schools. 

Last year the same fight was made for 
reduced rates, but at that time the rea- 
sons given by the officials of the compa- 
ny seemed good to the board and they 
@ccepted the answer of the company, 
but now *the condition of affairs has 
greatiy changed and the board believes 
that it has a far better case than in the 
previous instance 

The motion is made on account of the 
fact that the crowded condition of the 
school# has necessitated many transfers 
from schools to schools, thus forcing the 
omieré= to take the street cars, or to 
le€ve school. This is especially true in 


the case of the smaller children. The lit- | 
tle tots in the first grade are obliged to | 
of | 


S° to schools close by, as the most 
them are too weak to walk 
two each way to go to some 

far away from their homes

impossible for them to send their children 
to school when they are obliged to pay ca’ 
fare for two or three children.

The superintendent of the schools Is ther- t 
oughly In sympathy with this movement. 
He says that at present there are a great 
many children who are unable to go on 
account of the heavy expense to the pa- 
rents, and that these Children would go to 
school if the schoo] rates were lowered. 

This movement wil] be of interest to a 
great many people in the city and the 
progress of the board will be followed 
with interest. There are over 12.000 chil- 
dren in the citv and the parents of the 
most of these children will be affected by 
the success of the movement. 

‘It is not krown as yet what rates the 
board will ask. but it is believed that it 
will reauest the street car company to 
give half rates.

In Albany 
4.20 inches fell, which was the heaviest 
recorded, while Eufaula, on the Ala- 
bama side of the Chattahoochee, was 
second with a precipitation of 3.40. In 
Quitmon, Ga., 2.96 inches of rain fell, 
and 1.72 in Alapaha. 

It is feared that where these excessive 
raing ha¥e fallen that a portion of some 
of the cotton and other crops have 
been drowned out. The weather has been 
dry and warm during the past week, just 
the kind that hurries along the opening 
of eotton. and it willl be remembered 
that the crop report from all portions of 
the state issued by the weather depart- 
ment last week reported that the bolls: 
were already opening at that ime. If 
the past week has resulted in the general 
opening of the bolls, as has been ex- 
pected. the damage from rain will be 
considerable. This applies only to those 
sections in the southern part of the state 
that have received such heavy rain- 
falls. i 

As for other crops, corn. turnips and 
late garden truck, the rain will prove 
of great benefit. Another big advan- 
tage will be in the mellowing and soften- 
ing of the land, which will enable far- 
mers and planters to go ahead with fall 
plowing. . Up to this time the long hot 
spell has left the soil too dry for such 
preliminary work. Thig means much 
for the best interests of the future. 

It is belieyed that in the middle and 
northern part of the _ state the rains 
have arrived in time to be of some ma- 
terlal benefit, even to the cotton, as in 
these portions the bolls are not yet fully 
matured. While it is also expected that 
a new growth will be started, only the 
most phenomenal kind of fall weather 
will permit of this new growth matur- 
ing. 

Dry Weather Not Unusual. 


As there have ‘en many who have 
been crying calami:.y and a small crop 
owing to the last spell of continued dry 
weather,» a representative of The Con- 
stitution found that there was nothing 
exceptional in this recent protracted dry 
period, According to the statistics kept! 
in the Atlanta weather bureau, Septem- 
ber and October are the two driest months 
in the year. and have been ever since 
these statistics were kept for the past 
twenty-six years. The normal] rainfall 
for Atlanta in September is 3.8! inches 
and for October 2@6 inches. 

Only .02 ofan inch fell on Sunday. but 
yesterday .52 of an Inch wage added be- 
fore noon. This is the first trace of 
rain since August 24, and as only .02 of 
an inch fell at that time, it was not 
enough to be of any material benefit 
to the farmers. The next previous rain- 
fall to that time was on August 1/8. 

Just to prove that there has been noth- 
ing unprecedented in this dry spell, it 
was learned from Local Fore¢agter Mar- 
bury that In October, 1891, there wag only 
two days showing a trace of rain, and the 
entire precipitation for the month 
but .02 of an inch. Then there was the 
entire month of September, of 1896, with: 
only .22 of an inch rainfall; September.( 
1897, with only .14 of an inch, and 1898 
three days of rain, with a total of .2) 
of an inch for the entire month. And 
some of these years the cotton crop was 


average, or even better. notwithstanding | 


the hue and cry of the calamity howlers. 
The driest Septermber on record is that 
of 1884, when but .08 of an inch of rain- 
fall was recorded. 

Another result of the storm is the hur- 
ried exile of the mosquitoes which have 
claimed Atlanta for a hore in a way 
without a precedent in all the history of 
the city. But whether or not the — 
will be permanent.depends much aipon The 
future conditions of the weather. Stand- 
ing water that becomes stagnant is the 
great breeding places for these torment- 
ors and if this present rain is followed 
by another long, hot, dry period it is quite 
possible that they will come back again.

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FOR CHILDREN 


Education Board in Special Meet- 
ing Relieves Crowded Condition, 


Children Are Transferred, Grades 
Consolidated an& Arrangements 
Made To Hent Rooms—Can’t 
Carry Out Plans Unless 
Council Assists. 


In order to provide room for the chii- 
dren in the city and to lessen the con- 


several new grades were formed and four 
new teacherS appointed at the called 
meeting of the board of education held 
yesterday afternoon in the Boys’ High 
school. All of these changes are, how- 
ever, subject to the actlon of the finance 
committee of eouncil, since the financial 
condition of the board will not admit of 
the additional expense incurred by these 
arrangements. 

At a meeting of the principals of the 
grammar schools held on last Saturday 
a number of transfers were made and 
every possible arrangement was made 
to seat the children, but the principais 
found that there were a large number 
of children so situated that no act of 
the principals could aid them, and in 
order to discuss the entire school situa- 
tion and make arrangements for seating 
these children four members of the board 
called a meeting of the board. 

Luther Rosser was elected vice presi- 
dent of the board on the motion of Dr. 
L. P, Stevens to succeed Oschr Pappen- 
heimer, who recently resigned. 

The superintendent and the ass!stant 
Superintendent explained the purpose of 
the meeting and the condition of the 
schools. 


Changes in Grades. 

The two sixth grades at Walker street 
school were consolidated into one, thus 
permitting the formation of another sev- 
enth grade at this school, and Miss Mary 
Robert, sixth grade B, was elected to 
take charge of the seventh grade B. This 
change was made because there was an 
overflow in the seventh grade and a. 
rather smaller number of children than 
usual in the sixth grades. However, the 
formation of one grade out of two 
brought about an overflow in the sixth, 
and to relleve this condition ten children 
in the sixth grade of the Davis street 
school, living nearest to Marietta street 
school, will be transferred to Marictta, 
and ten children in the sixth grade of 
Walker street school, living nearest to 
Davis street school, wil] be transferred 
to Davis. 

Tt was found that at Fair street school 
fifty-one children were applicants for the 
first grade whom it was impossible to 
seat, and to provide for these a new 
first grade, first erade C, was formed in 
Fair street school, and the children will 
be placed in the basement room in the 
Old building. Since there are only fifty- 
nine children in the two first grades in 
Calhoun street school these two grades 
were consolidated and placed under the 
control of Miss ®stelie Cole, while Miss 
Annie Payne, first grade B, Calhoun ,was 
transferred to the first grade C in Fair 
to take charge of the new grade. 

This the overflows in the seventh grade, 
Walker, and the first grade, Fair, were 
provided for without additional expense | 
and these changes wil] stand. But when | 
the board came to the other schools they 
were obliged to appoint new teachers 
and make plans for hiring new rvoms 
to accommodate the children. 

There are twenty children in the fifth 
grade, Boulevard, and twenty-five In the 
fifth grade, Fraser, for whom no seats 
could be found. To seat these applicants 
the board decided to rent two new 
rooms, one near Fraser and the other 
near Boulevard, and to employ two su- 
pernumeraries to teach these two grades 
on half pay. The finance committee was 
directed to arrange for the rooms. 

At Edgewood street school  nincteen 
unseated children were reported. To seat 
these the finance committee was direct- 
ed to rent a room near this schoo! and ta 
employ a supernumerary at half pay. 


It’s Up to Council. 

After all these transfers were arranged 
twelve children were left unseated in the 
second grade, Crew, twelve in the same 
grade in Fraser, and fourteen in Form- 
walt. The finance committee was di- 
rected to rent a room as near these 
schools as possible, preferably at the cor- 
ner of South Pryor and Georgia avenue. 
A supernumerary will be employed at 
half pay. The assistant superintendent 
was added to the finance commitfee to 
act with them in renting the rooms need- 
ed and making necessary preparations. 

When all these arrangements had been 
made and the greatér part of the chil- 
dren seated it was found that the board 
would not have sufficient money to carry 
its plans through. For this reason the 
finance committee was ordered to 
make conditional contracts for the rooms 
until the finance committee of council 
could be seen and urged to appropriate 
money to carry through the suggestions 
of the board. The finance committee, 
with Luther Rosser as ryfce president. 
will see the different members of the 
finance committee of council this week. 

The board 6f education wishes it to be 
distinctly understood that unless council 
makes the necessary appropriation these 
plans, with the exception of those con- 
cerning the seventh grade in Walker and 
the first in Fair, cannot be made, and 
all the children affected by these changes 
will be thrown out of school for the en- 
tire year. The children affected Ife 
within the districts of the two schools 
which were proposed last ye&r by the 
board of education, and if council had 
ecarrieq through the plans arranged by 
the board and purchased the lots in 
West End and near Grant park'this con- 
gestion would not have occurred. This 
is the view taken of the situation by 
those in the superintendent's office.

As 
near as could be found out Henley’s 
home was in the anthracite coal region 
of Pennsylvania.

BIDS ON DEPOT 


OPENED TODAY 


But the Contract Will Not Be 
Awarded for Some Days 
Yet. 


All the bids for the work of construc- 
ting the new union passenger station at 
Mitchell street and Madison avenue must 
be in the hands of President J. W. Eng- 
lish, of the Atlanta Terminal Company, 
by noon today. 

Inquiry yesterday at the principal of- 
fice of the terminal company, room 619 
Equitable building, developed the fact 
that no bid had been received at that 
time, and in fact, none were expected un- 
til this morning. It is said there will 
be some twenty or twenty-five bids on this 
work from contractors all over the coun- 
try, and all of them are expected to reach 
the company’s office during this morning. 

These bids cover only the railway sta- 
tion proper, bids on the train shed having 
been called for separately. Practically the 
same people will bid on the construction 
of the train shed, but these bids will not 
be presented until September 25. 

While the bids on the station will prob- 
ably be opened today, it is safe to say 
that no action will be taken regarding 
them for ten days or two weeks, possibly 
not before the bids on the train shed are 
received, and it is not unlikely that the 
contracts for both buildings will be 
awarded at the same time. 

I@ is expected the new depot and train 
shed will cost somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,000,000, exclusive of the 
land on which these structures will stand. 
Of course the terminal company hopes to 
get bids on the work at a lower figure 
that this, but this is the amount in round 
numbers at which the work has been es- 
timated. 


Work on the Seaboard. 

F. C. Dunn, of the well known con- 
tracting firm which is engaged in build- 
ing. the connecting link for the Seaboard 
Air Line between Atlanta and Rockmart, 
was in the city yesterday on business. 
Mr. Dunn says this link will not be com- 
pleted by December 1, the contract time, 
on account of the fact that some difficulty 
has been experienced in getting and keep- 
ing labor. Then, too, there are other rea- 
sons which have caused delay. The same 
is true of the other,end of the line into 
Birmingham, so that it will be some time 
the first of next vear before the line is 
completed. Mr. Dunn thinks the line will 
be completed and opened about February.
